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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 27,44 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

1) Claim 27, line 3, "the by-product" lacks antecedent basis. 

2) Claim 44, line 8, "means for sensing" is not clear. 

3) Claim 44, line 11, "means for transferring" is not clear. 

4) Claim 45, line 8, "means for sensing" is not clear. 

5) Claim 45, line 11, "means for transferring" is not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



4. Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Razon 
(US2003/0056628). 
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5. Razon discloses : a method of dicing semi-conductor wafers using a machining apparatus 
(Fig. 5A,5B) comprising a workpiece table(26) for supporting a wafer (27) and a machining 
spindle comprising an inner shaft (45) carrying a first cutting wheel (14)for machining the wafer, 
and an outer shaft (44) carrying a second cutting wheel (14) for machining the wafer, wherein 
the shafts are mounted for rotation about a common axis and for axial movement relative to each 
other, and the machining spindle (Fig. 5B) comprises a main body within which the shafts are 
journalled, the inner shaft being mounted within the outer shaft which in turn is journalled by 
means of an air bearing (47,49) within the main body, the method comprising the steps of: 
cutting along streets in one direction on the wafer, having a first street spacing, using the two 
cutting wheels set at a first wheel spacing; moving the shafts supporting the two cutting wheels 
axially relative to one another to set the cutting wheels at a second wheel spacing; and cutting 
along streets in another direction on the wafer, having a second street spacing, using the two 
cutting wheels set at the second wheel spacing (Figs 5A-9; [0038]).
